Reason for Allowance 

Claims 44,47,51-52,55-59,62-63,79, and 86-143 are allowed for the following reasons: 
The instant application is deemed to be directed to a nonobvious improvement over the 
invention patented in Pat. No. Giboney (US 2004/0119129). 
Claims 44, 86, 1 05, 119 and 1 33 are allowed because the prior art of record, taken 
alone or in combination, fails to disclose or render obvious, respectively, the material of 
the waveguide and/or the dimensions thereof are selected so as to provide similar 
confinement factors for both the TE and TM modes whereby the detection of light 
thereby is substantially polarization independent; a wavelength selective reflector 
means being arranged to reflect light of said selected wavelength or range of 
wavelengths so it passes repeatedly through the photodiode; optical attenuator for 
attenuating the light passing through the in-line light sensor, wherein said attenuators a 
variable optical attenuator; two or more in-line light sensors arranged in series along a 
serpentine light conductive path; the in-line light sensor is one of a plurality of in-line 
light sensors included in the waveguide, the in-line light sensors arranged in series or in 
parallel, and each light sensor having a variable optical attenuator in series therewith 
in combination with the rest of the limitations of the base claim. Claims 47, 51-52,55- 
59,62-63,79, and 87-104, 106-18, 120-132, and 134-143 are allowed by virtue of 
dependency.
